One After All. | 


A faint splash of light on a dark 
waste of waters; the wash of the ses 
against the ship’s side; the creak o! 
clockwork; the measured footfall o! 
the watch on the deck; the barely 
heard throb of a distant steamer, o1 
the near loom of ghostly sails passing 
in the night and, through a pall o! 
| chilling mist, the boom of the foghorr 
hurling its note of warning into the 
far-off silences, \ 

Such in the Jong night hours, is one 
of the many: lightships which kee, 


tinels of the sea, the protectors ol 
those who go out on the deep waters. 

To understand the spell of the. life, 
let us step aboard a lightship. { 

No sooner are we on the deck than 
we feel at home. Spacious and cosy, 
one can picture happy hours spent in 
this craft, remote from the stress of 
shore life. There are even plants and’ 
flowers to give a picturesque touch of 
domestic life. 

And the men who make their home 
here? They are eight all told—it may} 
be only six—a master and his mate, 
three sailormen and three lamplight 
ers; and of this small but sufficient 
crew only five are on duty—the re. 
maining three are taking a well-earn- 
ed rest ashore, turn énd turn about. | 

No long-faced hermits are these 
Guardians of the lightship, cheery | 
men, all of them, and hospitable, as) 
becomes a sailor, though they roam/ 
no seas, 

“Dull?” said the mate of the Nore. 
ship to the press man on a visit, 
“Why. we've no time to be dull! No 
time for grizzling here!" 

And this is the truth. From rising 
to sleeping no moments need be un- 
occupied. The lantern alone keeps 
two of the five constantly busy. At! 
sunset the lamps are !it, and the len- 
tern is hoisted to its eminence, a few 
feet below the ball of the mast; then| 
the clockwork is started which sete! 
it revolving. All through the night, 
at frequent intervals, a gong sounds 
the signal for the laborious re-wind- 
ing, and woe betide the watchman 
who is deaf to the signal, or does nat 
keep an eye on his revolving light. 

At sunrise the lantern is lowered, 
and a busy hour or more of cleaning! 
follow, with rag and leather and cans 
of oil, until each reflector almost 
blinds one with-its glitter. There is 
the foghorn to be kept booming every 
two minutes by strenuous work with 
@ foot-pedal whenever the mist-clouds 
roll up. 

Eyes must be kept ever on the alert 
night and day, the watchers ready at 
any instant to send a warning signal 
by gun or flag. It may be a vessel 
heading for s shoal; a ship in dis- 
tress; an imminent collision which 
only the promptest action can avert.

Dogs in Alaska are of all breeds 
and sizes, the most common being 
the maiamute or native dog, says a 
writer in the Wide World Magazine. 
The word “malemute” is an Indian 
word, meaning Eskimo and is applied 
The mal- 


the best of the breed are half wolf. 
They evince all the characteristics of 
the woif, both in appearance and in 
manners. 

Owing to his wolflike fur, the mala- 
mute can easily stand the extreme 
Alaskan cold. He is a born fighter, 
an inveterate thief and somewhat of 
a coward, for he will seldom fight 
singly against a lone adversary. The 
malamute while well able to withstand 
the cold, dcts not seem to have the 
same order of intélligence as is dis- 
played by the outside dog, and the 
best dog for Alaska would seem to be 
a inixture of the two strains, 

Small dogs, such as fox terriers are 
a varity in Alaska, for in that coun- 
try a dog is valuable in exact pro-. 
portion to the amount he can pull. 
A sleigh dog will weigh anything 
from 30 to i50 pounds, the average 
being about 67 pounds. 

Dogs in Alaska, when on the trail, 
are fed once a day after the day's 
work is done. They are never fed 
in the morning, for if they were they 
would be lazy all day, or, what is 
more probable, would vomit up their 
brenkfast soon after they got on the 
trail. Dogs, to work well, must be 
well fed.

such legislature would be is impuasible to say, At any 
ratean endeaver will bs made to get at the root of the 
evil to retail merchants, and thergby protect them as they 
are being protected against new business houses in their 
own towns, Lt is obvious that these catalogue houses are 
getling the best trade out of the country while the retail 
merchant must run his business on a credit basis, and stand 
the risk of losses through bad debts, On the other hand, 
the catalogue houses get a very large percentage cf the cash 
in the community, and they pay aes 27 nothing for 
that profitable privilege. 

If the government of the country continue to allow 
this evil to grow, retail houses are in a fair way to become 
eotirely extinguished. “The methods employed by cata- 
logue houses are becoming more aggressive as time passes 
and the retail merchants must suffer as aconsequence, It 
is clearly avident that something must be done to check 
tueir influence and further protect the interests of the home 
dealer. 

The adoption of such a scheme would undoubtedly 
meet with the approval of the majority, The circulation 
of mamouth petitions would assist in a compaiga of this 
kind and convinee the government that such drastic steps 
are necessary to curtail the practices of catalogue houses.

A growing discontent with the 
manner in which the affairs of the 
company have been conducted has 
oxisted in the directorate for several 
yenrs, 

Last July, after the annual meet- 
ing, it fuund expression in the abo- 
lition of the offices of first and sec- 
ond vice-president, held respectively 
by Mr. John Kennedy and Mr. R.

We advise, therefore, that as 
many sharehulders, as are able 
should attend the meeting, and that 
those unable to do so, instead of 
seuding in their proxies to be voted 
by persons of whose judgement and 
goud faith they are not sure, or in- 
trusting thei to paid agents of the 
company traveling about. the coun- 
try, should delegate some responsible 
shareholder from their own Tocality 
to represont them at the meeting 
and yute their proxies in accordance 
with whatever the facts brought out 
may Warrant. 

This company was organized for 
the purpose of protecting and ad- 
vancing the interests of the growers 
of grain. It is the manifest duty ot 
every grain-growing shareholder, 
therefore, to see to it that the men 
at its head remain in sympathy 
with that purpose and prove thein- 
selves competent to carry it out, or 
thit they be speedily replaced by 
others more worthy of their confi- 
dence.

| FEAT OF AN INDIAN HERO 


Swam the Icy Columbia With Child 
on His Back. 


To swim the Columbia River xt 
;Umatilla, where it is half a mile in 
| width, is a test of human strength 
even under the most favorable condit- 
fons, but to accomplish the feat buy 
dened with the weight of a child, and 
in the dead of winter, with a swoi 
Jlen river made mote formidable by 
jagged 
ice floes, is an achievement elmust un- 
believeable, 

Yet this was just what was done 

about eight yeary “ago by a Colum. 
bia River Tiidian who’ had almost 
reached the age of fifty. He is still 
living toduy on the Umatilla reserva- 
tion to testify to his performance, 
eran no man ever heard him boast 
of it, . 
The Indian's name is Sees-Yuse, and 
he Is now the head man of the scet- 
tered Columbias. It was in the early 
years of the new century thut he at- 
tempted to make the passage of the 
Columbia in a frail canoe, accompan- 
ied by a boy of 9 years: When in 
mid-streain hig little craft was struck 
with such force by an ice cake that 
it Was overturned, Sees-Yuse seized 
lis boy companion and, placing him on 
his back, breasted the* stream and 
commenced his battle to gain the 
shoie. 

If men who witnessed the feat are 
to be believed, no white man could 
have accomplished what thie old In- 
dian did. Foot by foot he made his 
way toward the southern bank, and 
though swept down stream by the 
swift current, his progress was steady. 

Several times he was struck by an 
ive floe, and the jagged end of one 
cut a deep wound in his neck, Finally 
after what seemed an almost inter 
tninable time, he reached the shore 
with his burden, his strength spent by 
his hervic efforts and loss of blooil, 
and almost frozen by the chill water. 
'Hefore the flow from his wound could 
be checked he had almost bled to 
death, 

Not long after the incident Sees- 
| Yuse was awarded some heirship lands 
on the Umatilla reservation and since 
that time has lived amoung the Uma- 
tillas, Cayuses and Walla Wallas, but 
through the death of the chief- 
tain of his own trike he has come t» 
be regarded by his people as their 
head man. 

I The old Indian, whose facial char- 
acteristics a:e so different from those 
of the prainle Indians, is a frequent 
visitor in Pendleton, Ore., and almost 
regularly once a week calls upon his 
friend, Major Lee Moorhouse, not, 
however, so much for the purpose of 
talking with the Major as to gaze at 
a full-length painting of himseif which 
adorns the walls of the Moorhouse 
office. ‘The painting was made from 
la photograph of Sees-Yuse, taken by 
the Major, and the aged redman often 
sits by the hour, childlike, admiring 
the likeness-on the _ wall.—Oregon
